Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 5 and 9-11 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

Re independent claims 1 and 9, the prior art of record does not disclose of 
"simultaneously recovering from the received hierarchical modulation based signal data 
conveyed in the first signal layer and data conveyed in the second signal layer, wherein 
the simultaneously recovering step includes the steps of: decoding the hierarchical 
modulation based signal to recover data conveyed in the first signal layer; generating 
metrics from the hierarchical modulation based signal as a function of a combined 
signal space of the hierarchical modulation based signal'.
